After a lively discuasion, 
the chairman proposed a resolution to the 
effect that it bo. recommended to . thé 
Governor that in future land should be sold 
in lota of  suflicient size to. permit 
of the erection of blocks uf two houses, 
15 feet by G0 feet each, with & 15 
feet lane between each twe houccs and 
at the back, thus permitting of light ond 
ventilation getting to the houses from threo 
sides, and ulso allowing the lanes to’ be 
pablicly seavenged.

land for the purposs of baving their two 
daughters educated, but the ship they went 
hy (the Mudzinc) ‘wan ‘wrecked: off Capo 
Coast and all on’ béard perished. Pratt 
wan shortly afterwards invalided home, but
